Ravi Shankar one of the foremost sitar players 
in the country to-day, received his training in music 
from the versatile Ustad Allauddin Khan, a pupil of 
the great Ustad Wazir Hussain Khan of Rampur. 
Well versed in the traditional style of Veenkars, 
Ravi Shankar excels in Alap, Gat and Jhala. He also 
plays both the Masitkhani and the Razakhani styles 
of Gat with distinction, 



Pandit Santa Prosad (Banaras) 

Pandit Santa Prosad of Banaras has learnt from 
three Great Indian masters—Bhairon Misir, Biru 
Misir and Kanthe Maharaj. He plays Piirab-baj, 
Delhi-baj and Lucknow-baj with equal ease and is 
undoubtedly one of the younger Tabla wizards of our 
time. 




Shri Shiv Kumar Shukla (Boroda) 

Shri Shiv Kumar Shukla was born in 1918 in 
Sowrastra and received his early training in music 
under Shri Baturao Gokhle, Principal Maharastra 
S.angit Vidyalay. Bombay, Later on received further 
training under Pandit Omkar Nath Thakur and Late 
(litad K. S Amanally Khan of Bombay. He joined 
the Sayajirao University at Baroda in Fine Arts Faculty 
in 1931 as a senior lecturer in music. Subsequently 
he became the Head of the Music department of the 
said University in Music and is still holding the post. 
He lias distinguished himself as one of the most 
distinguished exponent of Indian Classical Music. 







Ustad Bade Ghulam All Khan (Karachi) 

Ustad Bade Ghulam Ali Khan, now a resident of 
Pakistan, is a great master of both the Kirana and 
Patiala Gahranas and is the son of the famous Ustad 
Kale Khan, His expositions often recall to us the 
music of the two Punjab Stalwarts. Ali Baksh and 
Fateh Ali. The immense throw of his voice and 
its line melodic line have made him popular all 
over India.
